Lonpon, Sept. 27. — [he fight be- 
tween McAuliffe and S'aven énded in 
a disastrous defeat for the American 
in the second round. McdAnliffe en- 
tered the ring weighing 204 pounds 
and Slaven fought at 185 pounds. 
Slaven struck the first blow, after cau- 
tious sparring for a few seconds on 
each side, and then both men went at 
each other lide demons. Great disor- 
der prevailed among the epectators, 
who thonght McAulifle was getting 
the best of it, but he evidently ex- 
cited himself too much at the begin- 
ning, for at the end of the round 
Slavin pursued him around the ring 
knocked him back upon his elbow. 
McAuliffe recovered at once, but soon 
went down again. The next round was 
Slavin’s alone. He drew blood from 
McAnliffe’s left ear to start with, and 
then started in to make things hot tor 
him. He pounded bim, he slugged 
him, he drove him around the ring; 
He banged him in front of his head 
and back, and then smote him where 
he waa sorest and downed him. Me- 
Auliffe struggled to his feet barel, 
within the ten seconds limit. When 
he got to his feet he leaned against 
the ropes in adazed condition. Slavin 
stood off and wiibheld his hand for 
several seconds, and then McAuliffe 
made a feeble effort to put up his fists, 
when Slavin knocked him to the floor 
again. This time McAuliffe failed to 
rise withia the ten seconds permitted 
him, and Slavin. was deelared the 
winner.

isiazy. Yet heis counted as wexlthy 
among his people, and he certainly 
possesses skill, which he has used to 
promote his laziness. His dogs are of 


the mongrel type, but their education 


has made them very valuable, and An- 
dreas would swear in mixed Castilian 
and English if any thing serious oc- 
curred to them. 

Quedao, which means “Lookout” in 
American vernacular, is captain of the 
dogs, and Quedao is alsoa dog. He di- 
rects the other three who act as his 


lieutenants. Every morning Andreas 


rf 


turns his 350 goats loose from his cor- 


ral, and Queduo and his assistants drive 
grass 


them to pasture. Should the 
prove too short for them in one place, 
according to Quedao’s judgment, he 
seeks another spot, and with his help- 
ers drives the goats thither. If any 
show a disposition to straggle, the dogs 
nip their hind legs and thus hasten 
them along. If Quedao halts 350 
goats and three dogs halt also, until he 
gives the command to move on. While 
the herd is feeding, two dogs will ro- 
main to watch it while the other two 
will go bunting for provisions for the 
quartette. Their game, be it a jack- 
rabbit, cottontail or other animal, is al- 
ways brought in whole, and at noontide 
the four four-legged goat berders have 
their own picnic. Asthe sun sinks in 
the west behind the mountains the dogs 
gather the goats and drive them back to 
the corral, and they havedonc this work 
for Andreas day afterday without losing 
a goat. 

It is alleged by Mexicans in that part 
of the Sunny San Luis Park that when 
election day comes Andreas gives his 
dogs a rest from their duties as herders 
and poes with them to Guadelupe, the 
little plaza where he votes. Quedao and 
bis three companions present them- 
sclves at the polling place, each with a 
baliot in his mouth, and see to it that 
the liccle slips go into the ballot-box. 
They are all registered, and certainly 
they have as mueb if not more intelli- 
eeneo than many Mexicans. Colorado 
is said tu be a State of surprises to those 
who are not familiar with it, and this is 
no doult true.
